IN  THE  CHAIR. 


THE  Committee  of  Management  in  presenting  their  Twenty- 
sixth  Report  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers,  con¬ 
gratulate  them  on  having  obtained  during  the  past 
year  the  Patronage  of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen, 
and  her  command  that  the  Hospital  shall  for  the  future  be 
known  as  the  “  Royal  Hospital. ” 

The  statement  of  accounts  is  still  far  from  satisfactory, 
the  income  of  the  year  not  having  been  equal  to  the  expenditure 
for  the  same  period,  which  has  necessitated  the  withdrawal  of 
£500  from  the  small  funded  property  of  the  Institution.  This 
excess  of  expenditure  over  income  is  partly*-  accounted  for  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Committee,  which  directed  various  donations, 
&c.,  being  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  new  Building  Fund  for 
the  “  Princess  May’s  Ward  for  Children,”  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  credited  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  Hospital.  This 
resolution  has  since  been  cancelled. 

The  amount  received  for  subscriptions  in  the  year  1893 
slightly  exceeded  that  in  1892,  but  the  donations  for  the  same 
period  were  slightly  less.

The  Committee  regret  having  to  report  that  the  Hospital 
Sunday  Collections  for  last  year  were  only  <£404  16s.  lid., 
whereas  for  the  previous  year  they  were  £467  12s.  7d.,  being  a 
falling  off  of  £62  15s.  8d.,  and  the  Friendly  Societies  Hospital 
Saturday  Demonstrations  a  decline  of  £13  9s.  9d. 

The  Collecting  Boxes  show  a  small  increase  on  last  year, 
and  the  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  recognising  with 
warm  thanks  the  support  thus  given  to  the  Hospital  by  the 
working  classes. 

The  Public  Dinner,  held  at  the  Star  and  Garter  Hotel  on 

the  27th  of  April  last,  in  aid  of  the  New  Building  Fund  of  the 

Hospital  and  the  establishment  of  the  “  Princess  May’s  Ward 
for  Children,”  at  which  H.B.H.  the  Duke  of  Cambridge, 
supported  by  H.H.  the  Duke  of  Teck,  was  graciously  pleased 
to  preside,  and  which  was  also  graced  with  the  presence  of 
H.It.H.  the  Duchess  of  York  and  H.B.H.  the  Princess  Mary 
Adelaide,  Duchess  of  Teck,  was  a  great  success.  The  total 

amount  collected  at  the  dinner  being  £1,871  Is.,  which  included 
a  donation  of  £20  from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  in  addition 
to  which  Mr.  J.  D.  Charrington  promised  a  donation  of  £1,000 
for  the  founding  of  a  cot  to  be  called  the  “Hilda  May 

Cot.”  Other  donations  received  for  the  same  object  have 
raised  the  amount  at  present  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee 
to  £3,832  10s.  5d.  A  resolution  with  regard  to  this  Fund  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Governors  this  afternoon. 

The  following  Donations  were  received  last  year,  in  addition 
to  others  of  a  less  amount  than  £10,  viz.,  the  late  Mrs. 
Farnell-Watson,  legacy  £i00;Lady  Sudeley,  fifty  guineas;  the 
Bugby  Football  Union,  £20;  the  Kew  Subscription  Dances, 
fifteen  guineas ;  and  Messrs.  John  Aird  and  Sons,  £15  10s. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  the  deaths  during  the 
past  year  of  the  Honourable  Mrs.  Tollemache,  a  great  supporter 
of  the  Hospital,  and  Mrs.  Farnell-Watson,  who  had  been  a 
subscriber  since  its  establishment. 

The  Members  of  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are  Mr. 
Anderson,  Mr.  Burgoyne,  Mr.  Hickman,  Mr.  Noyce,  and  Mr. 
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( 

Clarence  Roberts,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  Mr. 
Anderson  who  has  resigned,  are  eligible  and  oiler  themselves 
for  re-election.  Three  other  vacancies  occur  in  the  Committee 
by  the  resignations  of  Mr.  Carlile,  Mr.  O’Leigh  Clare,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  H.  Edgar. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valuable  and 
useful  gifts  received  during  the  past  year  from  many  friends 
of  the  Hospital,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of 
this  Report. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  wish  to  record  their  sense 
of  gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable 
services,  and  also  their  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  member^  of  the  Staff  have  carried  out  their  duties.

amount  at  present  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  New 
Building  Fund,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
establishment  of  the  “  Princess  May’s  Ward  for  Children,”  is  nearly 
£4,000,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital,  held  on 
the  17th  of  February  last,  when  H.H.  The  Duke  of  Teck,  G.C.B., 
was  graciously  pleased  to  preside,  the  following  resolution  was 
passed  : — 

‘‘That  the  Governors  do  approve  of  the  Committee’s 
“  recommendation  that  Messrs.  Soole  and  Son's  Tender  of 
“  £2,665,  for  the  building  of  the  Princess  May’s  Children’s 
“Ward  and  Isolation  Ward  only,  be  accepted,  and  that  it 
“  be  an  instruction  to  the  Committee  to  use  their  most 
“strenuous  efforts  to  raise  a  sufficient  sum- to  complete 
“  the  whole  scheme,  as  submitted  to  H.R.H.  The  Duchess 
“  of  York,  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  the  Governors 
“pledge  themselves  to  second  the  efforts  of  the  Committee 
“  by  every  means  in  their  power.” 

The  object  of  building  the  Children’s  Ward  first,  is  that  the 
accommodation  thus  obtained  may  be  used  for  administrative 
purposes  during  the  alterations  rendered  necessary  to  the  old 
building  ;  and  the  opening  of  the  New  Ward  to  Patients  will  be 
deferred  till  further  funds  are  received  and  the  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  the  housing  of  the  staff,  tfcc. 

The  lowest  tender  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  whole  scheme  is 
£5,700,  to  which  has  to  be  added  the  cost  of  furniture,  architect’s 
fees,  &c.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


79.  In-Patients  shall  be  admissible  every  TUESDAY  in 
the  year,  on  presenting  their  Ticket  of  recommendation  at  the 
Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  Tickets  to  remain 
in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

80.  ACCIDENTS  shall  be  admitted  at  all  times,  without 
letters  of  recommendation. 

81.  Persons  labouring  under  violent  inflammation,  or  other 
acute  disease  (being  otherwise  proper  objects  of  the  Charity 
and  properly  recommended),  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time, 
bv  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance. 

82.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital 

for  the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified 
to  be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting 
of  the  least  delay. 

84.  No  woman  pregnant, — no  child  under  six  years  of 

age  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such  as  accidents,  or  where 
surgical  operation  is  required), — no  person  disordered  in  their 
senses,  subject  to  epileptic  fits,  suspected  to  have  the  smallpox 
or  other  infectious  distemper,  having  habitual  ulcers,  confirmed 
consumption,  or  any  disease  that  may  be  judged  incurable, 
shall  be  admitted  as  In-Patients  ;  or  if  inadvertently  admitted, 
shall  be  suffered  to  remain. 

86.  The  benefits  of  the  Institution  shall  be  extended  to 

domestic  servants  of  Subscribers  on  the  payment  of  10s.  6d. 

per  week  made  in  adcance  by  their  Masters  or  Mistresses ,  or 
12s.  6d.  in  the  case  of  Non-Subscribers. 

87.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
will  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital.  Should  any  Visitors 
be  detected  in  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  they  will  be  strictly  prevented  from 
entering  in  future.
